After 
repeated blood tests, sorrre of the 
patients were treated web ferrous 
sulphate, an iron-contaimr g prep­ 
aration. Other iron compounds were I 
tried on a second group of patients ‘ 
and. in certain case*, the iron treat- < 
ment was reinforced with vitamin 
B-eomplex, liver extracts, and ex­ 
tracts from hog’s stomach. In some j 
instances, injection* of whole bl .od 
were used as th* only fox rn of treat- 
went. 
These are a'l classic remedies for 
anemia and yet, in the ca«e of the*# 
pregnant women, it was found that 


ir.crea e* more rapidly than doe* 
‘he volume of the red cells which, as 
■ it were, are watered down. Tha fact 
that th,* thinning out occurs at th* 
*ame rate, regardless of whether or 
not the patient receives treatment, 
indicates the need for a great deal 
more study to determine just why 
anemia occur* during pregnancy. 
Since all ordinary method* of com­ 
bating anemia seem useless in the** 
ca es, th# chances are that no ef­ 
fect vc treatm ent can b« devised 
until the cause is found.
